SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Day Dreams is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified in video format by the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification. The untitled video recording comprised of 
the components Day Dreams, Haunted Chateaux and Chateaux Of The Loire, also 
known as Pirate Vol. 2, was classified as "Objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years", with the 
descriptive note "Contains explicit sex scenes". This decision was registered on 15 
January 1999. 

The DVD has additional components, including a trailer entitled Matador Nr. 5, which 
contains sexual conduct and depictions of an extremely degrading and dehumanising 
nature, and which degrades and dehumanises women participants, and women more 
generally, to a high degree. The presentation of such material, in the context of a 
publication intended for sexual arousal, is likely to encourage the formation or 
reinforcement of negative attitudes towards women and may lead to the expression of 
these attitudes in inappropriate or harmful behaviours in a sexual context. 

These considerations have been weighed against the right to freedom of expression 
set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1993. If the trailer in question was 
excised, a restriction to an adult audience would be sufficient to prevent injury to the 
public good. However, the Classification Office has been advised that distributors are 
unable to excise portions of DVDs in New Zealand. It is therefore not possible to offer 
an excision. Because of the likelihood of injury to the public good arising from the 
availability of the publication in its present form, the Classification Office is of the view 
that the classification decision is demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society. 
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
